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President Is Blackmailing the 
Senate 


No matter which way one 
approaches the probiem, the President’s 
charge that our failure to ratify SALT II 
would make us appear as warmongers 
amounts to blackmail on behalf of the 
Soviet Union against his own Senate. 

The final point is that SALT IT will 
undermine our efforts with our NATO 
allies. Administration spokesmen have 
gone out of their way to stress that all of 
NATO?’s political leaders have endorsed 
SALT II. The fact is that the political 
leaders have no alternative. They dare 
not alienate the President of the United 
States who alone can insure the 
strengthening of the U.S. strategic and 
conventional posture in Europe. 

If one wishes to discover the concern 
in NATO over SALT II, one must turn 
to the military leaders. In recent weeks, 
General Alexander Haig, former 
Supreme Allied Commander Europe, 
expressed his objections to SALT IL. Sir 
Peter Hill-Norton, Admiral of the Fleet, 
and former senior military officer in 
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NATO, 


recently published a 
monograph detailing the adverse effects 
of SALT I] on NATO. In July, the 
American Security Council held a press 
conference which featured three leading 
West European retired military officers: 
General J. A. Kielmansegg of West 
Germany, Genera! Pierre M. Gallois of 
France, and Air Vice Marshal Stewart 
W. B. Menaul.of Great Britain. All 
expressed the strong objections of the 
Western European military community 
to the fact that SALT II would result in 
the removal of the U.S. strategic 
“umbrella” from Western Europe and 
leave the people of those countries 
vulnerable to an attack by the Warsaw 
Pact. 


SALT II Should Be Rejected 


In summary, SALT II deserves to be 
rejected. The U.S. must take a number 
of essential steps to restore credibility to 
its strategic deterrent — and each of 


' these steps will be more costly under the 


constraints of SALT II than without 


: those constraints. 


The time has come for the United 


- States to accept the full responsibility 
: for its security and well-being, to rely on 


its own technological and production 
base for its security, and to supplement 


_its own strength where necessary by 


economic and military agreements with 
its free world allies. 

It is time to recognize that the 
experiment with detente and 


, appeasement has failed. In the face of 


“YT the” record” of SALT, “it would be ~~ 


: politically irresponsible for the United 


States to continue to resort to 


: agreements with the Soviet Union to 


provide for its national security. 
Therefore, again, I urge you to write,

_SALT II Can Be Defeated 


SALT II can be defeated. It will only 
take the vote of thirty-four Senators to 
defeat SALT II. Sixty-seven Senators 
must approve it. 

I repeat the point I made in my 
earlier appeal. There are over 100,000 
subscribers to the Washington Report. 
If each subscriber wrote a letter and got 
two other people to write a separate 
letter, there would be over a quarter of a 
million letters arriving at the Senate in 
bulk. The effect would be tremendous. 
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
